No. CI-lS(U)/ 70 .—The Qovenunont of India have been considering for some 
time past the question of formulating a long term Fuel Policy, The ^ergy Survey 
Committee, in their 1965 Rei^ort, found that our energy resources are adequate, but 
not abundant- They recommended that it was desirable to keep under review 
the trends in energy consumption as circumstances change. The energy consump-- 
tion pattern indicates a growing dependence on liquid fuels although indigenous 
coal resources are available in abundance. It i.s considered necessary to evaluate 
all the available fuel resources in the country with a view to optimise utilisation 
Of the same. Hence the Government have decided to set up a high level Fuel 
Policy Committee. The Committee will consist of the following: —

(ii) a pattern of consumption and measures, fiscal and otherwise, which 

would help the best use of available resources; and 

(lill the measures and agencies, to promote the optimum efficient use of 
fuel. 

3. The Committee will submit its report to the Government of India, Ministry 
of Petroleum and Chemicals and Mines and Metals (Department of Mines and 
Metals), New Delhi, within a prlod of one year.
